TH1 D1LAWARE OYSTKR BEDS. 


The borw, a mollnsk about the sl» ot a 
nwberry, Is slowly but surely working 
estrncllon among the oyster beds of Dela- 
are bay. When the borer was first noticed 


by oystermen of that locality about ten years 


50,1 be damage done'by it appeared to be 
lining. An old skipper who has made a 
tndy ot the oyster beds In tbe Delaware 
waters says that the borer has now become 
a formidable pest, and must be reckoned 
With by the propagators ot oysters. "This 
vear " be siyt "the work of the borers has 
become a grave matter, and if it continues 
manj b»y« will be depopulated of oysters. 
from one bid we dredged the other day we 
not twelve hundred baskets of oysters, but 
ont of th-» only two hundred were good, the 
deadoysters navlng been killed by borers. A 
peculiar thing about the ravages of the borers 
'sthelr apparent selection of tho best oyster 
beds 
We have found this to be true several 


times this season. We have found a bed of 
small oysters almost entirely free from borers. 
This bed will be separated from annther bed 
of lareer oysters by a couple hundred feet, 
bat this Utter bed will be BO badly a«ect«d 
by the creatures that It will hardly pay to 
work H. From whst I can leirn from oyster- 
men the destruction wrought by b irers Is 
mncb more severe In Delaware bay than in 
other plru*s. The work of the borer Ibis 
year makes a doable misfortune, for ihe 
oyster beds were badly damaged by the big 
storms in August and September. Very few 
people who are not In the oyster dredging 
business know much about the methods ol 
the borer. When I first took notice of i:s 
work, 1 secured several oysters jnst after the 
borer bad Fastened Itselt to tbe shell. When 
the borer fattens Itself, it holds on like a 
leech, and 1U3 with difficulty that It can be 
removed with the fiouere. Sometimes tbe 
borer fattens Itself to ihe oyster shell near 
Ihe edi!f, and then We oyster la not killed. 
When the hole ot Ibe borer Is made near tbe 
centre of the shell, the oyster is attacked In 
111 vital parti, and dies In three or four days 
ktter the hole Is 8nt made."

Every clay bank Is a 
ratne of It, and nearly all rocks are literally 
ete beds of it. At present it la comparatively 
dear because no method has, as yet, been dis- 
covered for obtaining it at small cost from 
common clays.
